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Public Bath House 
For the convenience of the campers, a modern public bath house with 
hot and cold running water has been provided. It is located at the inter- 
section of “A” Avenue and Fifth Street, across the street from the Farm 
Bureau camp headquarters. Competent attendants will be in charge. Soap 
and towels furnished. A reasonable fee will be charged to cover operating 
expense. 


Bureau of Information 


A bureau of information will be maintained by the management at the 
secretary’s office in the Administration Building. 

The Des Moines Chamber of Commerce will maintain a bureau of infor- 
mation in a booth on the south side of Grand Avenue between the Varied 
Industries Building and the Administration Building. Any information 
pertaining to the city, conditions of roads, etc., will be cheerfully fur- 
ished State Fair visitors. 


Day Nursery 


A Day Nursery will be maintained in the southwest wing of the Women 
and Children’s Building, which will be open all day and up until 11:30 at 
night. Practical nurses will be in attendance to take care of and entertain 
the children. Mothers will be required to furnish food for their children. 
A reasonable fee will be charged for this service. 


Women and Children’s Building 


The Women and Children’s Building is a beautiful structure located on 
the hill. east of the Stock Pavilion and Agricultural Building. The location 
is ideal, overlooking the main portion of the grounds and exhibit buildings. 

The rest rooms are large, well ventilated and comfortably furnished. The 
spacious porches offer a resting place for hundreds of people. 

In addition to rest rooms and other conveniences for women and children, 
the building contains many exhibits and educational features, among which 
are the Baby Health Contest, Women’s County-Wide Project and Hobby Ex- 
hibits by Farm Bureau Women, and a room set aside for daily demonstra- 
tions in domestic science; also a large auditorium in which programs of 
interest to women are given daily. 


Emergency Hospital 


An emergency hospital will be maintained in a building east of the 
Women and Children’s Building. A skilled physician and a trained nurse 
will be in charge day and night. The management provides the hospital 
building and furnishings, but each patent is expected to pay a reasonable 
fee for services rendered. 


Check Room 
Check rooms in charge of reliable persons will be located at the entrance 


of the auto parking grounds near the Old Mill. Packages may be checked 
at a nominal fee. 


Post Office 


A substation of the Des Moines Post Office will be located on Grand 
Avenue, northeast of the Agricultural Building. The office will receive 
and distribute mail, sell stamps, postal cards and money orders. 


Press Bureau 


The Fair will maintain a press bureau in the Administration Building 
with a competent person in charge. Manifold copies of the awards in the 
live stock departments, daily programs, special orders and announcements, 
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official decisions and all other matters of interest to the public will be 
furnished to the press. Representatives of the press at large, who may 
be assigned to or visit the Fair, are cordially invited to make this their 
headquarters and avail themselves of the facilities offered. 


Express 


The express company’s office will be found in a booth east of the north 
entrance to the Stock Pavilion. All express shipments for delivery to the 
grounds should be marked and charges prepaid to Des Moines. All express 
sent to individuals or firms in care of the secretary will be found at the 
express office. 


Railway Offices 


All the leading trunk lines will have a consolidated office in a booth 
east of the north entrance to the Stock Pavilion for the transaction of 
business and furnishing information relative to freight and passenger rates, 
departure of trains, etc. 


_ Telegraph Offices 


A branch station of the Western Union Telegraph Company will be main- 
tained in the Administration Building. 


Telephones 


A complete telephone system is maintained on the grounds by the North- 
western Bell Telephone Company. Connections may be had to any part of 
the ground, free; a toll fee of ten cents for down town connections is charged. 
The central office is located in the southeast corner .room of the Educational 
Building and Grandstand. 


Program 


It is impossible to publish in this booklet the daily program for the Fair, 
owing to the early date of going to press. The complete daily program will 
be published in book form, also in the leading papers throughout the state, 
and will be posted in conspicuous places on the grounds during the Fair. 


_ Administration Offices 


All the officers and superintendents of the Fair will have offices in the 
Administration Building. A cordial invitation is extended to everyone to 
make the building their headquarters while at the Fair. 


General 


The management will. consider it a kindness if persons will report any 
mistreatment or extortion practiced by any employe of the Fair or con- 
cessionaire. They also ask for immediate information regarding the sale 
of intoxicating liquors.

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CENTENNIAL FEATURES IOWA TERRITORIAL 
CENTENNIAL STATE FAIR 


Towns and cities throughout Iowa, counties, historical groups, as well 
as countless civic organizations have been turning back the pages of time 
this year, and harkening back to the Iowa of the Wisconsin territory which 
in 1838 became the Territory of Iowa. 

As local celebrations have been held during the early spring and summer, 
the Iowa State Fair Board has centered its attention upon the building 
of a greater exposition—the TERRITORIAL CENTENNIAL STATE FAIR 
AND EXPOSITION—the climaxing event of the Iowa celebration in observ- 
ance of 100 years of progress in its many, many fields of endeavor. 

No where will Iowans and the thousands of visitors to Iowa find the 
progress of the state from territory to statehood, and through to present 
day leadership in numerous fields, so happily in evidence. 

From the massive block-house entrance forming the main entrance on 
-Grand Avenue, to the camp-site on the hill, and evidenced in exhibits in 
virtually every building and tent on the grounds, the Centennial theme pre- 
dominates. 

We particularly direct State Fair visitors to the Centennial exhibit tent, 
located north of the International Harvester building near the Walnut 
Street entrance. This is one of the largest exhibit tents ever provided the 
Iowa State Fair, with a central area 40x240 feet. 

In this huge area, the history of farm implements—the evolution of 
the plow, the harvester, the thresher, and the farm tractor, will be presented. 

The International Harvester Company offers the history of the grain 
harvester covering a period of more than 100 years—complete from sickle 
to modern combine. 

The John Deere Company has provided a wonderful collection of plows, 
not only from this country but including ancient implements of many for- 
eign countries, some of which date back more than 200 years. 

The J. I. Case Company shows visitors the ancient methods of thresh- 
ing grain by means of the back bending flail and traces progress in this 
field down to the modern thresher and combine. 

The Oliver Farm Equipment Company, formerly the Hart-Parr Company 
of Charles City, Iowa, has assembled 15 farm tractors showing the progress 
in this field during the past 40 years. In this exhibit is the third farm trac- 
tor that the Hart-Parr Company built. 


TRANSPORTATION EXHIBIT 


_ Surrounding the presentation of the HISTORY OF FARM IMPLEMENTS, 
is a huge transportation exhibit comprising all of the space next to the 
outside wall of the Centennial Exhibit tent. 

Virtually every mode of travel of the past 200 years is included in this 
exhibit, which is the result of a search carried on by the State Fair 
Board covering the past eight months. 

The history of transportation starts with the ancient Indian trovois or 
Indian pony and pole, and is followed by the ox drawn wagons, carts, and 
the old Conestoga wagon, which was drawn by oxen. 

This is followed by a complete collection of horse drawn vehicles including 
all types of rigs, surreys, and even a bone-breaker bike. The early days of 
“hoss racin’” have their place in this exhibit with several ancient high 
wheeler sulkeys shown. 

_The exhibit also features the showing of 30 ancient early-day automo- 
ps with the oldest dating back to 1896, and the youngest of only 1910 
yintage. 


=. 
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Iowa’s territorial governor, John Lucas, 
came to Iowa from Ohio in 1838 to take 
charge of Iowa affairs and organize the 
state. Iowa pays its respect to his memory 
with the Centennial State Fair. 
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As a special Centennial feature, an old twelve horse-power threshing ma- 
chine is presented in a special exhibition in actual operation west of the 
street running from Grand Avenue to the Walnut Street gate. This thresh- 
ing machine was manufactured in 1872. It will be in actual operation four 
times daily. More than 20 loads of bundles will be threshed during the 
Fair by a special crew of 12 men. 

The Centennial Exhibit Room, under the east end of the grandstand and 
Educational Building, houses five authentic rooms—PIONEER ROOMS— 
showing the changes which have taken place in home furnishings during 
the past 100 years in Iowa. 

An old log cabin has been erected in the central area as the Territorial 
room representative of the period from 1838 to 1855. The Iowa Study Club 
of Burlington has planned this feature. Authentic furnishings include an 
old rock fireplace, built-in bed, puncheon floor, and pioneer cooking utensils. 

The Civil War period, 1855 to 1870, is represented by the original walnut 
wood work and.imported Italian marble mantel from the Bonnifield home 
in Ottumwa built in 1868, loaned for the Fair and furnished by the Women’s 
Club of Ottumwa. Included in the room is an old organ, and the hymnal 
used by Ann Rutledge and Abraham Lincoln when they were sweethearts. 

The Reconstruction period room, 1870 to 1895, built under the supervision 
of the Fort Dodge Women’s Club has the typical high ceiling, double doors, 
and bay window of the period, and has been equipped with furnishings from 
the homes of the late Senator Dolliver, John F. Duncombe, and S. T. Meser- 
vey, and others. 

The New Century or Mission period, is represented by the Morris chairs 
and Mission seats in the room designed and furnished by the Ida Grove 
Women’s Club. 

A modernistic room of today with streamline furnishings and modern color 
scheme will furnish contrast to the setting of rooms of pioneer Iowa.

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The famous Old Stone Capitol, built of native Iowa rock at Iowa City, was the first 
building erected by the Iowa legislature after Iowa became a state and housed the 


legislature until 1857. 
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feature of this great room which takes visitors back into the days of pioneer 
Iowa. A mammoth show case, 200 feet in length, the front of which is in 
plate glass, houses an exhibit of some 35 historical gowns. One of these 
gowns has been loaned by Mrs. Herbert Hoover, another by Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, as well as gowns worn by a number of wives of our former 
governors. Iowa history is evidenced by gowns of Iowa’s first girl heroine, 
Kate Shelley, and by a dress worn by the late Abbie Gardner Sharp, sur- 
vivor of the Spirit Lake Massacre. 

Numerous other Centennial features will interest State Fair visitors. 
These will include the Old Fashioned Relic show featuring such items as 
a hand corn planter, old cooking utensils, spinning wheel, the Centennial 
Stamp and Coin Show, etc. This exhibit is in the Educational Building, west 
end, second floor. 

We call attention to Iowa’s biggest mural, “The History of Agriculture” 
designed and being painted by Artists Dan Rhodes of Fort Dodge and 
Howard Johnson, Cedar Rapids, on the balcony of the Agricultural Building 
depicting the story of agricultural progress from hand sowing of grain 
down to the day of the modern machinery. 

Livestock “then and now,” showing changes in types just inside main 
entrance to cattle barn are other Centennial features. 

More than 1,000 people are the actors in the huge centennial pageant 
“Cavalcade of Iowa,” presented two nights, August 24 and 25 in front of 
the grandstand.
